Whether either of these office 
with the two squadrons named is 
yet known at the war department 
was difficult to prevail upon 
mounted riflemen to leave their mo 
behind, but this was a matter of neces- 
sity, it is said, owing to the lack of 
accommodations for the horses 
shipboard. 

The best that the department could 
do at this time in the way of supply- 
ing the cavalry contingent for the ex- 
pedition was to include among the 
troops one squadron of the 2d United 
States cavalry fully mounted with nine 
officers and 280 enlisted men. The full 
list of the troops that make up this 
expedition, as reported to the war 
department by Geo. Shafter, is as fol- 
lows:

Batter- 
ies G and H, 4th artillery, siege, 4 offi- 
cers and 133 enlisted men. 

Engineers— Companies C and E. !! 
officers, 200 enlisted men. 

Signal Corps — One detachment, 2 offi- 
cers and 45 enlisted men. 

Hospital detachments are included 
in the foregoing figures. 

The staff corps numbers 15 officers. 

The grand total of the expedition is 
773 officers and 14,564 enlisted men. 

Gen. Shafter in his report indicates 
the great obstacle that had to be over- 
come in order to embark his force at 
Port Tampa, and it is not likely, if his 
recommendation carries weight, that 
the effort will be made to again em- 
bark so large a number of troops from 
this port without considerably enlarg- 
ing the shipping facilities.

The Most Ritrld Precautions Are Being 
Taken by Our Anny and Navy 
Medical Corps. 



Washington, June 14. — Surgeon 
Generals Sternberg of the army, and 
Van Reypen of the navy, have taken 
every precaution to protect tae army 
and navy from yellow fever. Up to 
the present time neither of them has 
received any reports of contagion in 
either branch of the service nor do 
they feel that the present eonditioni 
give ground for serious apprehension, 
although with our troops and ships 
operating in a country having yellow 
fever the year round, there is need of 
the most rigid precautions by the army 
and navy medical corps. 

In the case of the navy. Dr. Van Bey- 
pen mapped out a careful plan befor; 
our ships went into Cuban waters. It 
took into account every fever point In 
the harbor of Havana and thereabouts. 
These point! are well-known by the 
sanitary experts being located mainly 
at the mouths of the sewers which dis- 
charge the filth' of Havana into the 
harbor. These points are marked on 
all naval charts, and care will be ta- 
ken that our ships keep well clear 
these lever sections. Certain wharves 
and warehouses al.ing the harbor 
also are established points 
breeding fever and these too are being 
guarded against The same precau- 
tion is taken at all other Cuban porta 
where our war ships are called into 
action. In an official bulletin issued 

was stated that yellow fever ex 
at Santiago de Cuba the year ro 
The fearful unsanitary condition of 
the city is also pointed out, the bulle- 
tin stating that dead cats, dogs, etc, 
are thrown into the gutters where 
they remain with the offal and surface 
sewerage to pollute the atmosphere 

This report has come to the attention 
of the army and navy medical corps 
and has increased the vigilance the 
authorities are exercising. It was 
feared at one time that the Spanish 
authorities might willingly lend th< 
selves to the spread of yellow fe 
among our soldiers and sailors, t 
the possibility of this has been guarded 
against For that reason no s 
craft bearing suspicious goods, 
as old clothing, which might con 
yellow fever germs, have been seized. 
Suspicious derelicts of this kind have 
been sunk rather thrio take 
chances of capturing fever-laden 
goods. 

Surgeon General Sternberg, of the 
army, issued a general order .some 
time ago givin g detailed instructions 
far guarding ajrainst yellow fever 
and for treating the fever should 
accur. The order -gives rigid 
directions for the sanitary arrange- 
ment of all camps immediately they 
are established on Cuban soil. Specific 
direction is made for the freqi 
change of trenches, for the boiling of 
rater served the troops, and the 
fumigation and washing of all 
posed garments and materiaL With 
onr troops actually on Cuban soil these 
rules will be rigidly enforced by the 
surgeons accompanying each regi-
